The right or privacy and tho 
right to-.he selected for jury ser- 
vice—without discrimination— ap- 
pear lo meet, head-on In the npw 
Federal .Jury Bill lo be consid- 
ered soon on the Floor of Ihc U; 
S. House of Representatives. 

The task of Congress has been 
to devise legislation to assure 
that .jurors' will be selected in 
Federal courts throughout- the nn- 
lion on a nondiscriminatory basis. 
Certainly a person appearing In 
n Federal court,' whether as a 
plnintiff or a defendant, should" 
be entitled, to know that persons 
of his race, color, religion or acri- 
noiuie position arc not dlscrlm-' 
inated against, as prospective 
jurors. 

In line with this principle, the 
House Judiciary Committee has 
bill which would re- 
quire prospective jurors to be 
from established lists, such as 
census and voter registration rcc* 
ords, . 

To further assure the nondis- 
criminatory character or the jury 
wheel or panel, the legislation re- 
quires the use of a prescribed^ 
form requesting information re- 
gardless the sex, race, color, re- 
iiyion, national origin", • economic 
status and occupation of a poten- 
tial juror. Having this data will 
insure that no discrimination wilt 
occur, based on onyof-lhcse-per- 
sonal ; characteristics,. Yet the 
proposed, law provides further 
that "the form shall contain 
words clearly informing the per- 
son that Ihc furnishing of any 
information . . .. Is not a prereq- 
uisite to his qualification for jury 
service, Imliniraf - sueli "informal 
lion need not he furnished ifitfie

Charles H. Percy, R-lll", 
joined, today in sponsoring legis- 
lation which would urge private 
industry and the l U. S. govern- 
ment to help Vietnam veterans

Percy co-sponsored a resolu- 
tion, which expresses the sense of 
Congress that private employers 
assist returning servicemen by 
giving them priority "^on available 
jobs for which they arc qualified. 

The resolution also calls on 
every department and agency of 
the federal government lo give 
Vietnam veterans the same, pri- 
ority. 

Percy pointed -out that each 



month- some 70,000 servicemen 
return to civilian life and said:

"This, assistance is particularly 
important; for minority ] groups

What a difference four years 
can make on the political scene.

the ground work for the purge of 
a group of veteran legislators 
who had incurred the displeasure 
of. a group. of self-appointed party 



censors. 

State Rep. \V. J. Murphy was 
riding high as Majority Leader 
in the House and Chui'rman of 
the Illinois Budgetary Commis 
sion. but ho was, already marked 
as one of those lo he purged. 
— Re-elcclcd-to-the-Ilouso-in-llHHS 
Murphy is a candidate for elec- 
tion once more, but this time ho 
is also politicking for Speaker of 
the House, a triumph which 
could rub salt in a lot of Woundi, 
Former Stale Treasurer Wm. 
Scott and the then Cook County 
Sheriff Richard Ogilvic were 
teamed up in. a "Stop Percy" 
.campaign, an effort that failed in 
ihc primary, but was probably at 
least partially responsible for 
Percy's defeat in the" general 
election. 

Now a U. S. Senator, Charles 
Percy has not come out openly 
for any candidate. in the Republi- 
can gubernatorial sweepstakes, 
but somehow it seems unlikely ho 
will back Ogilvic.

Sen. Coulson 
Prepares For 
Bill Repeal 

At the March 4th session of 
the state legislature several bills 
were introduced to repeal the 
present laws which compel local 
governing districts to purchase 
and' use Illinois-mined coal. 

Senator Robert Coulson (R- 
Waukegan), who had the bills 
prepared said that the repeal 
proposals were directed both to- 
ward economy in government and 
toward reducing air polutlon. 

"The bituminous coal which 
Illinois produces discharges a for 
greater amount of polluting 
agents into our air than does the 
anthracite- coal from other 
states," "• Coulson - said, "and be- 
sides, Illinois -coal costs more." - 

It was to protect a local Indus- 
try that the special favoring laws 
were passed in. the first place; 
like the Wisconsin margarine 
laws. But It seems wrong to 
compel all our local governments 
to throw out the low bids and 
accept the Illinois, bid, when we 
are in effect subsidizing afc pol- 
lution by doing so. 

"Perhaps the time has come 
to at least re-examine the ques- 
tion, both from the cost and pol- 
lution viewpoint/' 'stated Coul- 
.flon, 1

Any working muscle, in- 
cluding. the : heart ■ muscle, 
gives off electrical current. 
When you -are. resting,, the 
electrical activity of tho 
heart muscle can. be. "traced" 
by ' the electrocardiograph: 
machine. '. '• " 

3. Wliat can be learned 
from an EKG? . , / 

EKG's can. indicate inflam- 
mation, of ' the heart muscle, 
abnormal heart' rhythms, .and 
enlargement of a heart cham- 
ber. An EKG can 'reveal' a 
"silent" heart attack, on 
someone who feels well. An 
EKG can help a doctor deter- 
mine if symptoms are the re- 
sult of a heart problem or 
some other entirely different 
disease. " - • 

4. Does a normal EKG 
prove there is no serious 
condition? 

No. An EKG can -tell only 
what IS happening in. the 
heart—it can't, predict, what 
WILL happen. A man may 
have a heart attack within 
hours after a normal tracing. 
On the other hand, someone 
whose heart has recovered 
well from a serious attack 
may still show severe EKG 
changes. 

5. Why are frequently-re- 
peated EKG's sometimes or- 
dered? 

Repeated, or "serial" EK- 
G's may- be ordered when a 
heart attack is suspected. 
Any smalt change is signifi- 
cant. Sometimes EKG change 
es do not appear until 10 
days to 2 weeks, after an at- 
tack. Even when; the diag- 
nosis ? is ' confirmed, serial 
EKG's are> used to-keep .a 
constant check on the condi- 
tion of the heart. 

6. Is the EKG a lone,, suffi- 
cient examination? 

No. EKG's complement, 
but cannot replace, a thor- 
ough physical examination. 
Though a valuable aid to the 
doctor t -they_areinotJnfallible 
nor can they give complete 
information. 

7. Why take an EKG. if 
you're- feeling all right? 

A normal EKG is. a useful 
record. It may be needed 
later for comparison with 
future tracings. -

Unfortunately, immuniza- 
tion is not possible and there 
is no specific drug to treat 
hepatitis.

/Catch More Alewifes 
Say Dirksen & Percy 



Washington — Sen. Charles II. 
Percy, R.-Ill., has co-sponsored 
a bill which he said would help 
alleviate this summer's alewlfe 
die-off such as that experienced 
on Lake Michigan last year. 

Percy joined Sen. Everett ML 
Dirksen, R-IH., and Sen. William 
Proxmire, D.-Wls., in introducing 
a bill to permit American fisher- 
men to use Canadian-built ves- 
sels .in fishing for alewife. 

"The proposal is narrowly and. 
carefully drafted to permit only 
American fishermen to use thes-3 
vessels, only for three years, only 
on Lake Michigan and only lo 
catch alewifes, -l : Percy said in 
a statement. 

He said the die-off of alcwives 
last year cost stales bordering 
Lake 1 ' Michigan — more- than-$55 



million, 

"This year the -prospects are 
just as- bleak," Percy said. "The 
Bureau of Commercial Fisheries 
indicate that we can expect. at 
least as heavy a. die-off as last 
year." - • 

Percy said there are only IB 
fishing trawlers available to Am- 
erican fishermen for alewife fish- 
ing this year. However, he said, 
there are about 40 Canadian- 
built trawlers which are not be- 
ing fully utilized in Canada. 

Not only could many of these 
trawlers be used by -American 
fishermen to fish for alewife, but 
also, they could be used to skim 
off dead alewives before they pol- 
lute the beaches.". 

Alewife are used by the fish 
meal Industry- lo— make-animal 



feed. . If more, alewife- were 
caught • commercially, fewer 
would die-off from the over-' 
abundance. The fish population 
in Lake Michigan is off-balance 
because- of the larger numbers of 
alewife.

The Illinois .lawmakers were 
busy in 1987 "passing bills relative 
to driver education, licensing of 
motorcycles, driver licensing, etc. 

In the field of driver education, 
legislation was enacted to require 
minors under 18 to pass a driver 
training course before they ap- 
plied for a driver's license. SB 
69, bo providing, was enacted 
into- law and is effective Jan. l, 
1989. 

Enactment of HB 2230 means 
that $4.00 instead of the former 
$2 will go to the Driver's Edu- 
cation fund: The Driver Edu« 
catton Program was in jeopardy 
for lack of funds, .

Traffic Troubles 
Double In Darkness 



"Darkness doubles traffic trou- 
bles," says : thb Lake/' "County 
Safety Commission. • 

Twice' a day drivers become 
involved in the twilight trap- 
cither' in the early hours of morn- 
ing on the way .to work.or during 
the changing light conditions on 
their 1 way home from work, s ■■■■ 
' ^'Darkness driving is different;^ 
stresses 'the Lake County Safety 
Commission. "That seems ob- 
vious, but many drivers don't 
understand how different. In 
darkness, they arc driving in an- 
other world, yet they still use 
their daytime habits and alii-, 
tutles. It would be just as" sensi- 
ble to wear summer clothing in 
winter. Conditions have changed, 
and you need more protection." 
Figures show that during the 
hours of darkness — especially 
-nighttime between 5 and 8 p.m.— 
fatal accidents increase sharply. 
Experts say thai as daylight 
fades into twilight and then into 
darkness or in the reverse in the 
morning, drivers fail to adjust 
to the changing light conditions. 
They blunder in a twilight trap 
in which daylight has faded or 
not yet arrived and artifcial 
light doesn't do much good. 
Heavy traffic during the rush 
hours also contributes to this twi- 
light threat. 

It doesn't matter whether you 
drive on lighted cily streets or 
tlark country roads, the Commis- 
sion • explained, . night-driving is 
more dangerous. In cities more 
than three of every five traffic 
deaths occur at night. In rural 
areas more than half. Thai 
doesn't sound so- bad, until you 
remember thai fewer people 
drive at night. 



DRIVER LICENSING 

In the field of driver licensing, 
thb 1967 series of driver licenses 
issued to minors were distinctive 
as against those issued to adults. 
In addition, the use of specially 
designed tamper-proof paper, 
made alteration of a license read- 
ily delectable. ' 

1067 legislation enacted provid- 
es for reexamination of ail driv- 
ers at least every nine years 
and at age 69. This goes into ef- 
fect January 1, 1069: Under 
present' law, once a driver re* 
ceives his license, he heed, not be 
re-examined again until age 69. 
Drivers involved in 'serious acci- 
dents or whose licenses have been 
suspended or revoked , could' be 
reexamined more often than 
every nino years. 
MOTORCYCLES 

Secretary of State Paul Powell 
strongly supported SB62 which 
provides for the establishment of 
two scries of license, plates for 
motorcycles. One series is issued 
only to- higher powered vehicles, 
whereas another distinctive scr- 
ies is issued only to low-powered 
motor-driven cycles. In 1669 
minors under 18 will be eligible 
to drive only the lower-powered 
motor driven cycles and the dis- 
tinctive plates would make en- 
forcement simpler and more ef- 
fective. The Division of High- 
ways has already restricted the 
motor-driven cycles as to high- 
ways that may be traveled by 
prohibiting their operation on the 
expressways. 

Special equipment for motor- 
cyclists was provided for in legis- 
lation initialed by the Stale Po- 
lice. 

Legislation to computerize the 
registration an d titlin g of vehicles 
was enacted by provision of* a 
special appropriation to the Sec- 
retary of Slate by the 1967 legis- 
lature. In addition to moderniz- 
ing registration procedures, an 
important side product is im- 
proved accident research and the, 
speedup of the flow of ; iiuorma- 
tion to enforcement officers in 
the field. Ultimately,, this. could 
oliminalo-lhe-iiccessity-of_print-- 
ing the annual wheel book' which 
would effect savings to the ex- 
tent of $500,000 each biennium.

Mr. and Mrs. Fred .Oschmann 
of Lake Catherine probably hold 
the Antioch record for being the 
most traveled pair in the area. 
•Their travels have taken them 
to Africa, Sweden, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Norway, Belgium, Franco, 
Spain, -Greece,- -Turkey,. ~Yiigo. 
slavia,- Bulgaria, Roumanla, Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Italy and Russia. 
Their latest trip,- in the fall of 
19B7 took them to Germany, Aus- 
tria,' Hungary, Czechoslovakia 
and Russia. • 

Visiting with them in their 
lovely home, with a view of 
Channel Lake from, the kitchen 
window and a view of ^Lako 
Catherine from the Hying room 
area, was a most delightful ex- 
perience. . 

The Oschmanns have visited 
^Germany .several times — wore 
there in 1949, and again in 1953. 
"West Germany is'' fabulous," 
said Oschmann. "It- is such a 
clean city— sq ultra modern, and 
a pleasure to. visit." 
P "I think the friendliest people 
we met on the entire trip were 
the Polish;" remarked Oschmann. 
"We were invited to dinner In the 
palace of Count Stanislaw Lor- 
cntz, at Warsaw. This was not 
a public dining' place, but a pri- 
vate home and we were over- 
whelmed by tile hospitality, 
friendliness and th.e delicious food 
that was served us here. Cock- 
tails and fancy hore d'oeuvres 
were served in an elegant recep- 
tion room. Afterwards dinner 
•was- served— In—a-. huge- dining 
room. I couldn't begin to count 
the courses — but there was a 
fish entree, and filet mignbn,

peah countries. "The German 
Autobahn was excellent," Osch- 
mann said, "But when you got in- 
to the communist dominated 
countries the roads for the most 
port were narrow and unmarked 
and reminded- one of- the USA 
roads In '1912." 

"There was. little communica- 
tion between us visitors and the 
natives of the communist dom- 
inated countries, We were warn- 
ed to be careful of what we said, 
and these people also seemed 
afraid to express themselves," 
said Oschmann. 

In Russia, a man came up to 
us. and offered to give me 14 
rubles ,for a $10 bill, The ex- 
change rale was 9 rubles for a 
$10 bill; I refused to deal with 
this fellow. The 'money- he of- 
fered could have- been- counter- 
feit, and had we complied with 
his offer, we could have wound 
up ...in a Russian prison. The 
travel agencies warned us about 
situations like this," remarked 
Oschmann. 

"We had a government guide 
with us at all times in these coun- 
tries and they were changed 
each lime we entered a different 
country. In Moscow, at Lenin's 
tomb,. our bus was parked on a 
high hill. Below us we noticed 
a long line of people in a snake 
formation — moving very slowly. 
I asked the guide about this 
scene and ■ he 'said we would all 
be part of that line as we went 
to view Lenin's tomb." - Osch- 
mann continued, "I told him that 
1 did not wish to climb down the 
hill and stand in line. ,The guide

"An event happened at Red 
Square, that none of our tour 
members will ever . forget," said 
Oschmann. "One of the men in 
our group dropped dead of a 
hear t" attack, ; and you can i m ag-

If he had died In the bus. while 
we were traveling on the road, 
they would hove buried him' in 
the closest cemetery. However^ 
having died in Moscow, his body 
was shipped home when his fam- 
ily wired the necessary $1000 
to cover same." 

My host continued, '.'One of. the 
big surprises in Russia- is how 
they can put' a' man on the moon, 
but as yet cannot make a toilet 
that works. ■ The sanitary, facili- 
ties were . deplorable! " . ; 
"The people seemed, well fed, 
well dressed and the food in 
Russia was good. There were 
few cars on the streets — and 
the one car they make in Russia 
is in the price range of our Cadil- 
lac. We saw no American cars 
whatever, and traffic consisted 
mainly of busses, trucks and a 
few taxi cabs. 

"We stayed in the Moscow 
Hotel Ukraine. It was built with- 
in the last G or 7 years, and was 
clean, but not comparable to the 
finer U.S. hotels. Our hotel had 
no main lobby — but each floor 
had a lobby, of it's own where you, 
left your key and could make any 
complaints to the -clerk on your 
floor. Our room was comfort- 
able, and we had a private bath. 
Gas anti-oil arc used for heating 
and coal is on the way out in 
Russia, We found the food on the 
menu in the dining room similar 
to what we'd order in the United

"One of the outstanding place's 
we visited Was the Exhibition 
Grounds in Moscow. There are 
18 or 20 beautiful buildings with 
dramatic fountains.- One was 
made of gold and 'semi-precious 
stones. One building house dis- 
plays on agriculture, another was 
a technic hall, another a culture 
building, an astronaut buuilding, 
etc. This beautiful exhibition 
park reminded one of a perma- 
nent world's fair. The buildings 
were open to the public at a 
nominal admission fee. Thera 
was a 1500 ft, high tower here. 
At the 1000 ft. level there was a 
revolving restaurant which per- 
mitted the diner to view all of 
Moscow as he ate." 

things that surprised the 
Oschmanns: There were no 
snack shops or hamburger stands 
as we know them in America, the 
Oschmanns said. The stores look- 
like warehouses. They did not 
have to display merchandise as 
the stores are owned by the gov- 
ernment. The distance between 
gas stations was appalling. Our 
bus driver said that gas stations 
between cities were about 200 
miles or more apart in many 
areas." 

Oschmann continued: The chil- 
dren in Russia wore uniforms for 
school and seemed well behaved 
and happy youngsters. We saw, 
churches in Moscow,, but did not 
visit any of them. 

The typical Russian home has a 
wooden roof and a stucco siding, 
and is built in a square shape.e 
The colors arc faded pinks and 
yellows. The Oschmanns-did-*not- 
see brilliant colors , such as we 
have in USA, in. Russia. 
— Geese- were-being— hauled— to 
market in open pick-up trucks 
with their legs and wings tied. 
Travel was completely controll- 
ed by Intourist, ,the government 
travel agency. The Oschmanns 
had to go 200 miles out of their 
way on one trip, due. to army 
maneuvers on the road that was 
the fastest route. Moscow had 
trolley busses with women driv- 
ers. Gardens and parks seemed 
greener and more beautiful than 
in our area, as summers are not 
as hot. 

The Oschmanns saw a wedding 
procession. First day is tfie 
wedding; second day the groom's 
folks entertain, etc. Celebration 
goes on for a week.

small town market places.. This 

is one evidence of capitalism 

creeping into Russian economy. 

"There were no advertising 

signs or neon lights in Russia and 

Hungary, and at night street 

lights were the only illumination." 

"Budapest is a lovely city. It 

Is actually two cities—Buda is the 

eity on the hill and Pest is the 

city on tthe- plains below. We 

toured the two cities, then went 

on to Vienna, Austria.-- After 

.being In Russia and Hungary, 

I coming Into Vienna was like 



"The Grinzing Winery was on 
our agenda, and we say how the 
wine was made, and even sam- 
pled their wine. The best wine j 
is exported. There were many 
vineyards in the area. 

"Automobiles were common In 
Vienna —_ .quite the contrast to 
Moscow," said Oschmann. "Most 
of the cars were compact models, 
due to the high cost of gasoline. 
Vienna is a very prosperous city. 
The young people do not care la 
come to America at the present 
time, as they do not like the. idea 
of having to serve 1& years in 
the armed forces. We saw few 
hippies on this trip. The young 
peoplee in Vienna love the Amer- 
ican dances. 

"Prague was a bit disappoint- 
ing" to us., said, Oschmann. "The 
buildings were old and drab. We 
visited the capital building and 
other sites. Tradesmen are still 
operating in small shops in 
Prague. We saw the oldest Jew- 
ish cemetery in the world. It 
was very crowded especially with 
tombstones. In some cases there 
were 6 or 7 tombstones over 
each grave, as they buried bodies 
on top of each other. Men can 
worship in the Jewish chapel in 
the cemetery, but the women can- 
not go into the chapel, but may 
.observe through peep holes from 
the outside. 

Mr. * Oschmann's slides showed 
the same wordless international 
traffic signs thai we observed In 
Quebec, Canada, last summer. 
He had a picture of an oil barge 
On a river in Germany. . It was 
actually a "thing of beauty" in

The heartbreaks of. Checkpoint - 
Charlie— the gate that separates 
East and West Berlin were mark- 
ed with. floral pieces commem- 
orating the deaths of*people in 
different places along' the wall 
where escape attempts had failed; 
Traffic in West Berlin was 
much lilce^hiGago — and-the- 
■ Oschmanns discovered an outdoor 
restaurant that was heated! 

As one viewed the 'beautiful 
buildings of Germany — freshly 
painted, immaculately maintain* 
ed, many with flower boxes -* 
one couldn't help think that there 
is much in America that our 
youth could do Instead of being 
bored, , protesting, and'-joining 
hippie movements. 

Are the Oschmanns through 
with traveling? On the contrary. 
Right now they are studying 
travel folders and making plana 
for a glorious tour of the orient! 
This good fortune couldn't happen 
to nicer people and we hope they 
will come back with more travel 
stories for their friends!
